PETITION TO WITHDRAW HOLDING 
OF ABANDONMENT UNDER 37 CFR 1.137(b) 



This is in response to the deemed abandonment of the above-identified Patent 
Application No. 10/782,174 (the “Application”) for failure to rescind a nonpublication request 
within 45 days after the date of filing of a foreign application directed to the invention. 

The abandonment of the application was unintentional for the reasons set out

At the time of filing the application, the Applicant had taken tremendous effort to 
keep the invention hidden from the public, and at the time of filing could see no advantages to 
making the application public until absolutely necessary. The Applicant prepared the 
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Application pro se, using the book “Patent It Yourself’ (9 th edition by Nolo press) for guidance. 
When the Applicant initially filed the Application on February 20, 2004, he did not intend to file 
elsewhere. When making the request for nonpublication, he was unaware of the consequences of 
filing elsewhere and not rescinding the request. 

Several months later the Applicant changed his mind and decided to also file a corresponding 
application in Canada (the country in which he lives). The Canadian application was filed on 
June 3, 2004. Because of his total lack of experience in prosecuting patent applications (the 
Application was his first exposure to patent applications, pro se or otherwise), he was unaware 
that he needed to timely rescind the nonpublication request. 

On receiving an action from the Canadian Patent Office, the Applicant sought assistance from a 
law firm including patent agents. On realizing the nonpublication request had been filed and not 
rescinded following the Canadian filing, immediate steps have been taken to correct the error and 
file a rescission of previous nonpublication request. 

The Applicant submits that given the above events, his inexperience in patent matters, and the 
publication of the corresponding Canadian application (providing public notice), the Applicant 
submits that the failure to rescind the nonpublication request within 45 days of the filing date of 
the Canadian application was unintentional and respectfully requests that the Petition to 
Withdraw the Holding of Abandonment be granted.

Reraarks/Argument 

The Applicant respectfully disagrees with the Examiner’s rejection of the claims, and submits 
that amended claims 1 to 17 are in condition for allowance for the following reasons: 

37 CFR 1.83fa1 and 35 USC 112 Objections 

The Applicant has deleted the phrase “directly or indirectly” from the claims. 

Prior Art Rejections based on 35 U.S.C. 102(a) and 102(b) 

The Examiner states claims 1 and 8 are anticipated by Moore (GB 2327655A). However, Moore 
lacks several features not present in amended claims 1 and 8. In particular, Moore does not 
disclose “a cradle to receive a bicycle fork crown”. The cycle carrier disclosed in Moore simply 
lacks such a feature. The structure 30-33 disclosed in Moore cannot support a bicycle by a fork 
crown. While the bar may be placed between the fork and the bicycle frame, the bar cannot 
support the bicycle by the fork crown itself. If a bicycle is supported using the fork crown using 
the Moore carrier, then the bicycle itself would be angled so that it would not be supported 
vertically by the carrier (given the position of the fork crown in a bicycle). 

Likewise, the cradles (20) disclosed in Preston (WO 03/06421 4 Al) are for holding a bicycle 
wheel, not a fork crown. In fact it would be impossible for a fork crown to fit into the cradles 
disclosed in Preston given the positioning of cradle portions 20 on support member 22. 
Specifically cradle portions 54, 56 as shown in Fig. 2 and Fig. 3 of Preston make it Impossible 
for the cradle to receive a fork crown. Preston describes his cradle on page 3 lines 26 and 27, 
wherein the cradle is described as being two triangles mounted side by side. The closed nature 
of Preston’s triangles make his cradle incapable of receiving a fork crown. 

There are several other features in the c laims not present in the prior art For example, the prior 
art does not disclose the use of a stabilizer bar to support the rear wheel of the bicycle. Further, 
the prior art does not disclose a cradle comprising two pairs of tines to support the fork crown,

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Given the above, the applicant submits the application is in condition for allowance, which is 
respectfully requested.

The Applicant respectfully disagrees with the Examiner’s rejection of the claims, and submits 
that amended claims 1 to 14 and 16 and 17 are in condition for allowance for the following 
reasons: 

Prior Art Rejections based on 35 U.S.C. 102tal and 1020)1 

The Examiner states claims l to 3, 5 to 13 and 15 are anticipated by Preston (WO 03/064214A1). 
The Applicant has amended claims 1 and 8 to emphasize the differences between the Applicant’s 
invention and Preston’s bicycle rack. In particular, Preston does not disclose structures having 
first and second tines to receive a bicycle fork crown between said first and second tines, a 
feature present in all of the current independent claims. The cycle carrier disclosed in Preston 
simply lacks such a feature, and instead uses triangular shaped cradle portions to hold a bicycle 
wheel. 



Likewise, the Despain and Johansson references do not include structures with tines to receive 
the fork crown o f a bicycle between the tines. 

The Applicant has also amended claims 10 and 12 to 14 to make the language therein consistent 
with the claims from which they depend. 

New independent claims 19 and 22 employ a single structure having first and second tines to 
receive a bicycle fork crown between the first and second tines. As mentioned above, such a 
structure is not found in the prior art references.

The Applicant has cancelled claim 7 to overcome the Examiner’s 37 CFR 1.83(a) objection. 

The Applicant has cancelled claims 7 and 10 to overcome the Examiner’s 35 USC 1 12 objection. 

The applicant has amended the claims to include die limitation of claims 6 and 14 into claims 1, 
8, 19 and 22, namely that the cradle i$ mounted at an angle such that said cradle supports the 
bicycle fork crown and bicycle handlebars at an angle other than perpendicular to the bicycle, a 
feature not present in the cited art. As the Examiner indicated that claims 6 and • 14, if rewritten 
as independent claims, would be patentable, the Applicant submits the independent claims are 
now patentable. Note the Applicant did not include the limitations of intervening claims 5 and 
13 (which include a limitation relating to a plurality of cradles), but submits the remaining claims 
are in condition for allowance, which is respectfully requested.

The Examiner stated that claims 1-5, 7-13 and 18-22 are anticipated by Shaver. The Applicant 
submits that the amended independent claims 1, 8, 19 and 22 are not so anticipated. In 
particular, the amended claims add a limitation relating to the cradle, namely that the cradle is 
fixed to the upper bar. This is quite different from the cradle (36) and tines (38) of Shaver. In 
Shaver, the tines 38 are pivotable around the end of cradle (36), and are not in a fixed position at 
all. The “tines” of Shaver are not meant to be fixed at all, and when in position, as shown in 
Figure 1A of Shaver, are positioned downward from the cradle (36), i.e. the tines do not extend 
upwardly, as described in claims 1, 9 and 22. 

The Examiner also states the claims 1-3, 5, 7-10, 12-13, and 18-22 are anticipated by Bemd. The 
Applicant submits that amended claims 1,8, 19 and 22 are not so anticipated. A key difference 
between the amended claims and Bemd is that the cradle extends upwardly from the upper or 
horizontal bar. As in Bemd, the cradle is also the upper, or horizontal bar, it does not extend 
upwardly therefrom, and indeed cannot. 

The Examiner also states the claims 19, 20 and 22 are anticipated by Preston. The Applicant 
submits that amended claims 19 and 22 are not so anticipated. In particular, the bicycle in claims 
19 and 22 cannot be supported from the fork crown by the carrier disclosed in Shaver, as the 
down tube of the bicycle would prevent the cradle from reaching the fork crown. 

As the Applicant submits independent claims 1, 8, 19 and 22 are not anticipated in light of 
Shaver, Preston and Bemd, the Applicant submits that the claims dependent therefrom are also 
not anticipated. 
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103 Objections 

The Examiner states the claim 1 7 is obvious over Shaver and Johansson. The Applicant submits 
that claim 17, as dependent on amended claim 1 is not obvious. In particular, as stated above, 
amended claim 1 adds a limitation relating to the cradle, namely that the cradle is fixed to the 
upper bar. This is quite different from the cradle (36) and tines (38) of Shaver. In Shaver, the 
tines 38 are pivotable around the end of cradle (36), and are not in a fixed position at all. The 
“tines” of Shaver are not meant to be fixed, and when in position, as shown in Figure 1A of 
Shaver, are positioned downward from the cradle (36), i.e. the tines do not extend upwardly, as 
described in claim 1 . Neither Shaver nor Johansson include these limitations. 

Conclusion 

The Applicant submits the claims are in condition for allowance, which is respectfully requested. 
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
